MOST VALUABLE

Mantle, 
Williams and Sievers 
were named on every ballot, as 
was Nellie Fox of the Chicago 
White Sox, who finished fourth 
with a surprising five votes for 
first place and 193 points. GU Mc-

manded the four other first-place

points. 
It was the fourth time In his 
brilliant career with the Red Sox 
that Williams finished second. He 
won the award in 1946 and 1949. 
Vie Wertz, slugging Cleveland 
first baseman, finished sixth with 
61 points. He was followed by 
Frank Malzone, Red Sox third 
baseman, 58; Minnie Minoso, Chi­ 
cago outfielder, 55; Jim Bunning, 
Detroit pitcher, 46; and Al Kaline, 
Detroit outfielder, 40.

soaring to new record highs 
The A griculture D epartm ent, re ­ 
porting on changes in dollar value 
of farm land, said the average rise 
in value of Am erican farm s be­ 
tween Nov. I of last year and Nev 
I, 1957. is 8 per cent. 
And it classed Pennsylvania with 
a group showing a rise of “ 8 per 
cent and over” in farm valuations. 
In its own corner of the country, 
the northeastern states, Pennsyl­ 
vania showed one of the largest 
increases 
in 
dollar valuation 
of 
farm land not only in the last year 
but since 1940. 
No dollar valuations wer nested 
but an index worked out on the 
basis of IOO for the yaers 1947-49 
scored 161 for Pennsylvania aa of 
Nov. I.

deliver the gifts them selves. Since

checks or

routes in those days, these money 
gift* had to be delivered in per­ 
son. Paul had plans whereby he 
would accom pany these accredited 
representatives from 
the various 
churches 
to 
Jerusalem . 
He 
d e­ 
scribes his plan whereby he will 
first finish his im portant work at 
Ephesus as “ a wide door for ef­ 
fective work has opened,” then go 
to M acedonia, and on to Corinth 
where he hopes to spend a longer 
tim e, probably the next winter. 
Tim othy 'vas the one entrusted 
with P aul's letter, so Paul adds 
a word of adm onition on how to 
receive his young assistant, saying: 
“ When Tim othy com es, see that 
you put him at ease am ong you, 
for he is doing the work of the 
Lord, as I am . So let no one 
despise Him. Speed him on his 
w*ay in peace, that he m ay return 
to me. . . 
Christian Giving 
Paul thus laid the foundation or 
basis for C hristian giving, teach­ 
ing them how to set aside their 
gi ts regularly as an act of war­ 
ship. This giving should be done 
freely and naturally, in m em ory 
of what Christ gave for us. Thus 
stew ardship of m oney becomes an 
act of faith and love — a desire 
to reach out the hand of C hristian 
love to those who need it. It is 
not necessary to see the results 
of our benevolence. We do know 
that such gifts are blessed by God 
God expects his followers to give 
as he bas prospered them . Some­ 
tim es m en are foolish enough to 
believe that they have accum ulated 
w ealth by their own efforts only. 
The last verse is another admoni­ 
tion, to show th a t C hristian giving 
is faith working through love: “ Be 
w*atchful, stand firm in your faith, 
be courageous, be strong. Let ail 
th at you do be done in love.
